Considerable discussion has been 
heard lately concerning the proper 
manner in which signs should be lo­ 
cated on the highways, and why the 
state highway department is forced 
at times to remove signs from what 
is known as the right of wav on state 
roads. 
The new' auto code requires, says 
Bernard N. Hanlon, manager of the 
Newr Castle Motor club, that all signs 
on highways shall be removed if they 
lie in the area on each side of the 
highway restricted by the state. 
If 
signs are placed in such an area, they 
cause a traffic hazard to the mo­ 
torist, Mr. Hanlon says. The new' code 
also requires that all signs located at 
road intersections represent traffic 
hazards and must be removed. 
At times the state is forced to re­ 
move signs placed in violation of these 
requirements, and this explains why 
the signs are ordered removed. Many 
times, outdoor advertising concerns 
are blamed for this work, but as a 
matter of fact, they work in very' 
close harmony with the state depart- , 
ment of highways, and rarely erect 
signs which do not conform with the 
motor code, he said.

COMMUNITY CHEST SURVEY 


Report Of General Organizations Company As Made For 
Mrs. Grace Phillips Johnson As Result Of Action 
Taken At Community Chest Fund Workers’ Cam 
paig^n—Being Published In Sections 


Another installment of the report of the General Organization Com­ 
pany of Chicago, of the survey made of the Community Chest and other 
organizations receiving public support here, as submitted to Mrs 
Grace 
Phillips Johnson, at whose expense the survey was made, is presented today 
In the survey, the idea was to Investigate all of the agencies and make 
recommendations which might be for the betterment of the management 
of any or all of them. 
The News Is presenting the facts in the survey as 
reported by the General Organization Company and submitted to the Chest 
board directors and the agencies, insofar as they concern the organizations. 
Today's report deals with the Margaret Henry Home, and is as follows 
MARGARET L. HENRY CHILDREN’S HOME 
The charter of this institution could not be located in the office files. 
The By-Laws contain the following provisions: 
Name: "Margaret L. Henry Children's Home”. 
Object: "The object of the corporation shall be to further and advance 
the growth and development of the Home, to take care of and guard children 
of all faiths, of both sexes, deprived by death, or otherwise, of the care of 
either or both parents, who may be admitted to the home, and to assume the 
work of the internal control and management of the same". 
"Children under the protection of the Home will be provided with a 
home. food, clothing, education and medical attention, and when necessity 
requires, legal guardianship." 
“The benefits of the Home slrnll be extended to children under the age 
of twelve, or over the age of four years, for admission, and without regard as 
to their sex or religion". 
Management: "The Board of Directors shall consist of 13 men and may 
be increased at any time by the action of the board, but at no time shall 
there be more than 17 directors, and at least 2 of which shall be of the 
Catholic faith. 2 of the Jewish faith and 2 of the Protestant faith ” 
We find that this institution has funds invested in Certificates of de­ 
posits, the interest from which is being invested in additional certificates. 
Amount received from the Jamison Trust Fund are also invested in certifi­ 
cates of deposits. 
Due to the fact that this income la being invested rather 
than being used for operating expenses, it is necessary to ask the Community 
Chest for more money than is actually needed. 
Although we realize that it 
is a good business policy to build up a fund and become self-supporting we 
do not believe that it should be done without the consent of the Community 
Chest Board, especially when other organizations are not receiving sufficient 
funds to earn* out their work. 
The budget submitted for 1927-1928 gave the estimated income from 
board as S6 ,000.00, although the amount received from this source during 
the current year was $8.680.67. 
Other items of income amounting to $1 - 
838.32 for the current year and the bank balance of $2.459.15 at October 31, 
1927. were not conside^d in the budget requirements. 
We iind that the : 
ic is well managed and operated very economically, 
i The children who came under our observation appeared to be happy and 
well taken care of. 
There were 36 girls m the Home at the time of our investigation which 
is the capacity in the girls section. 
There were also 17 boys in the Home 
with accommodations for 5 more. 
Lawrence County is paying 
7 9 a da* for 
each of 26 children. 
The total cost of provisions, including donated provisions, for the year 
ending October 31. 1927. averaged 21 cents a day per person, including the 
lour employees who received their meals at the Home. 
Donated provisions 
vero valued at $208.33. 
An average of 21 cents a day seems so verv low 
that it is our opinion that the value placed on donated provisions has been 
under-estimated. 
We suggest that it would be well to invite the members of the differen' 
churches oi New Cas'le to visit the Home and take an active interest in 'he 
children 
This would create new friends for the Home and the people of 
the community will thus leam more of the wonderful work being carried on 
by the Margaret L. Henry Children s Home. 
The books and records of the Home are verv* complete and month lv 
reports are made for the board of directors showing complete operations fo;- 
that month.

Over 1700 Killed In Pennsylva­ 
nia During Year, Govern­ 
ment Statistics Show

Automobiles cause more than twice 
as many deaths in Pennsylvania an­ 
nually than railroads,

Moreover, fatalities resulting from 
automobile smashupe are increasing 
while those resulting from railroad 
accidents are decreasing 
Statistics 
made 
public 
by 
the 
Depart m eat of Commerce show that 
of 8,208 people who, lost their lives 
from accidental and unspecified ex­ 
ternal causes in 1926. 1.734 were killed 
in automobile smashups and 764 in 
railroad accidents. 
In 1925 the auto­ 
mobile was 
responsible 
for 
1.576 
deaths and the railroad. 773 deaths. 
These figures show that the num­ 
ber of suicides is increasing and the 
number of homicide* is decreasing. 
In 1928 there were 1,188 suicides and 
525 homicldeB as compared with 997 
and 570, respectively, the preceding 
year. 
Diseases of the heart continue to 
exact the greatest toll of lives. 
Of 
120,537 deaths reported in 1926. 30,788 
w’ere caused by heart diseases. 
The 
preceding year there 
were 
115.745 
deaths in the state and 18.745 result­ 
ed from heart disease. 
Deaths from 
Influenza increased from 2.768 in 1925 
to 4.230 the following year. 
Of the 
total number of deaths 12,796 result­ 
ed from pneumonia, 10.306 from ne­ 
phritis, 9,172 from cancer, and 8,530 
from cerebral hemorrhage. 
The death rate was 1,253.8 per 100,- 
000 of population in 1926 as compar­ 
ed with 1,221.5 the preceding year.
